The third chapter in the triangle 
tragedy ‘will take place Wednes- 
day morning at St. Paul’s church 
at San Pablo at 10:00 o’clock, 
when the funeral services of the 
late Manuel Cabral, who was shot 
to death last Friday night by 
Henry Heuer, 17-year-old high 
school student, will be held. 

Young Heuer is in the county 
jail, and the meeting between 
parents and son yesterday was 
most pathetic, the mother sob- _ 
bing, “My boy, my only boy.” 
Heuer gave out a statement at 
the county jail yesterday that 
will be found in another column. 

From information gleaned from 
the authorities it is not believed 
that the preliminary examination 
will take place before the early 
part of pext week. 

On all sides expressions of sy 
pathy for the student are hanes 
and already there is talk that an 
effort will be made to secure 
talented legal counsel to make a. 
fight to have a plea of “not 
guilty” entered, and have all the 
details eencerning the sordid 
mess brought out before a jurys 
as the general opinion seems’ to 
be that if all of the facts are 
Known that it might be very hard 
to secure a conviction. 

Professor B. X. Tucker, prin- 
cipal of the high school, and Maj. 
Alvin Hill, director of athletic © 
activities, both stated yesterday 
that Heuer was a model student, 
did good work in his studies and 
was respected by everyone. They 
could hardly helleve that the 
boy could have heen guilty of 
committing such a crime, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that there 
must be other matters back of the 
affair that have not yet reached 

the light of day. 

Mrs. Emma Cabral, the widow 
of the dead man, gave out state- 
ments yesterday to the effect that 
there was nothing more than 

- platonic friendship between her 
and the student. She also made 
the statement that her husband 
was very cruel to her, beat her 
at different times, and she sup- 
posed this treatment was resented 
by Heuer. 

The exclusive story of the 
crime, that was carried in the 
Record-Herald Sunday morning, 
carried all the facts in connection 
with the case, and since that 
time nothing new ‘has been de- 
veloped.

Student in Cell 
Tells How He Came 
to Kill M. Cabral 


Sekai Sak. Baie oad” Jan. 9—‘‘My only 
regret is ‘the sorrow it will bring 
to my mother,” said Henry Heuer 


in his cell in the county jail here 
today. 


“I felt justified in what I did 
after the nimes Cabral had called 
me, although I knew what the con- 
sequences would be,” he went on 
as he sat calmly talking to news- 
paper reporters on Monday morn- 
ing. 

Heer said that he had slept 
well Sunday night and upon aris- 
ing Monday morning told -his in- 
terviewers the took a cold plunge 
in the bath tub in his room. After 
that he spent his time reading a 
magazine. 

“My home conditions have al- 
ways been of the very best,” he 
went on. “My mother was always 
wonderful to me. She did every- 
thing she could for my benefit and 
was helping me in my ambition to 
go on to University, She was al- 
ways deeply interested in my 
school work and my hopes to be- 
come a mining engineeg and my 
keenest regret in the whole matter 
is the heartache it will bring to 
her.” 

Heuer talked freely of the whole 
affair and declared emphatically 
that he was not in love with Mrs. 
Cabral, never had been and had 
no reason to believe that she had 
any affection for him. other than a 
friendly acquaintance. 

“Our home was about three- 
quarters of a mile from the Ca- 
bral place,” the young man went 
on. “I used to play ball occas- 
ionally with Mrs. Cabral’s brother, 
Tony Andrade. We 
around some together 
ionally I visited the house. 
“Cabral must have gotten the 
idea that I was in love with his 
wife,”* he went on, ‘‘as one even- 
ing, two or three weeks ago, I 
was over at the place with Tony.’ 
Mrs. Cabral was in the house at 
the time. Mr. Cabral came home 
while I was there and he was very 
angry at me and ordered me out 
of the house. When I got on the 
front porch Cabral began calling 
me vile n&imes. He called me 
those names on other occasions 
and it made me very angry. 

“T planned on getting him some 
way or other, but was not very 
definite in my scheme until about 
a week ago when Mrs. Cabral's 
brother told me of another bad 
remark that Cabral had made. 
Then I made up my mind.

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Former Yankee Gridiron Star Holds

Though the day of the absolute 
monarch nas seen its twilight, out in 
the regions where the most powerful 
of modern rulers, the Czar of Russia, 
until recently held undisputed domin- 
fon, a former Yankee football star 
literally holds the power of life and 
death over hundreds of thousands of 
people.

| liam N, Haskell as Director General

!persecuted, starving, dytng race. And 
it was—and still ts for that matter— 
‘one that has brought a hundred thrill- 
jing adventures. 

A Thorough-Going Democrat 

Despite the power he hoids, Captain 
| Yarrow—he served with the Amer- 
‘ican Red Cross in Siberta—‘’s a thor- 
‘ough-going democrat. He was too 
good a football player back in 1901, or 
thereabouts, not to be. And this life 
or death business does not appeal to 
jhim. As a matter of fact he only 
|wants the power of life for the thou- 
;Sands of Armentans whose destinies 
he more or less sontrols, 

But death enters into his relations 
)With them in avery considerable de- 
‘gree. For all that keeps them alive 
jare the relief measures ‘he directs and 
\the food and other supplies he can 
sive them. Since these are limited 
‘and since the need knows no limit, 
he has to choose those wlio ars to be 
‘helped ané those that must go on lin 
ing as best they can. 

Looks to Home Folks 

With starvation and disease now 
ravaging the region this is almost 
impossible to do. He has chosen more 
than one hundred thousand children, 
and is trying to broaden his choice 
as the “folks back home permit.” 

After all it is the “folks back home” 
who really hold the power. The erst- 
while Wesleyan. football star is only 
their agent.
